To  the  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP  THE  BURGESS  HILL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUI'JCIL. 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967* 

The  corrected  birth  rate  was  20.86,  The  number  of  births  again 
exceeded  deaths  giving  a natural  increase  in  population  of  229  as  compared 
with  179  for  the  previous  year.  The  corrected  death  rate  was  10,03. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  half  that 
of  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  to  21.11  due  mainly 
to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  first  week  of  life.  The 
perinatal  mortality  rate  which  is  a combination  of  deaths  during  the  first 
week  and  the  still  birth  rate  was  20.94  but,  the  rate  for  Mid-Sussex  as  a 
whole,  a more  significant  figure  from  the  statistical  point  of  view,  v/as 
16,09>  a figure  well  below  that  of  last  year  and  much  lower  than  the  peri- 
natal mortality  rate  for  England  and  Vifales  (25.4)  • Expres.=;ed  as  a 
percentage  of  total  live  births  the  illegitimacy  rate  was  4 •75*  The 
maternal  mortality  rate  was  nil.

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INTEMATIONAL  CEBTIFICATES  OF  VACCIKATIQiT  AGAINST  SMALLPOX  AND  CHOLERA. 


During  the  year  2,057  certificates  were  authenticated  hy  the 
Health  Department.  The  foregoing  figure  shows  a marked  hut  misleading 
decrease  in  the  number  of  certificates  dealt  v/ith,  due  to  gross  inflation 
in  the  previous  year  (1966)  as  a result  of  exceptional  International 
demand  following  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  the  West  1/Iidlands.  The  work 
in  connection  with  the  authentication  of  International  certificates 
continued  to  show  an  upward  trend  in  196?  as  compared  with  the  years 
1963  - 1965  inclusive. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-two  cases  of  infectious  disease  v;ere 
notified  during  the  year  and,  of  the  total  notifications  received,  I64 
were  due  to  measles  and  six  to  dysentery. 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

Five  of  the  above  cases  represent  notifications  received  during 
an  outbreak  which  affected  more  than  half  of  the  children  attending  a 
primary  school  in  Burgess  Hill.  Although  this  outbreak  was  not  brought 
to  our  notice  until  it  was  well  advanced,  prompt  action  was  taken  by  the 
Public  Health  Department  to  exclude  all  affected  children  until  they  had 
been  symptomless  for  at  least  a week.  This  latter  course  combined  with 
bacteriological  screening  of  all  kitchen  staff  and  the  introduction  of 
measures  to  improve  the  standard  of  hand  hygiene  in  the  school  would  seem 
to  have  contained  the  outbreak  and  attendance  figures  returned  to  normal 
within  a few  weeks. 

During  the  outbreak  many  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  by  the  Public  Health  Department  making  it  possible,  at 
an  early  stage,  to  advise  the  family  doctors  as  to  the  type  of  antibiotic 
most  likely  to  be  effective  in  the  treatment  of  the  illness. 

It  was  necessary  to  ask  one  of  the  adult  contacts  (a  positive 
excretor) , v/ho  was  employed  part-time  in  the  food  trade,  to  cease  work 
until  bacteriological  clearance  had  been  obtained. 

A Case  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  Mid-Sussex  area. 

On  the  l6th  February  I was  informed  by  a Houseman  at  Cuckfield 
Hospital  that  a nine  year  old  Spanish  pupil  at  a Boys’  Boarding  School  in 
the  Mid-Sussex  area,  who  had  been  admitted  on  the  14th  February  with 
pyrexia  of  uncertain  origin,  was  now  a typhoid  suspect.  Although  sub- 
sequent enquiries  showed  that  the  boy  had  most  probably  acquired  the 
disease  before  leaving  his  home  in  Madrid  on  the  17th  January,  it  was 
necessary  to  arrange  for  the  collection  of  specimens  from  the  three 
Portuguese  kitchen  staff  and  also  from  several  boys  who  had  suffered  from 
a mild  and  non-specific  gastro-enteritis  at  about  the  sam.e  time. 
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When  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  a few  days  later  I interviewed 
the  patient  and  his  mother  at  Foredovm  Hospital  and  learned  that,  two  days 
before  leaving  Spain,  the  former  had  consumed  several  oysters  at  a 
restaurant  in  I'iadrid,  Specimens  taken  from  the  boy's  parents,  soon  after 
their  arrival  in  this  country  during  the  early  stages  of  the  illness,  were 
negative.  There  were  no  secondary  cases  at  the  school. 


Suspected  Food  Poisoning  in  the  Mid-Sussex  Area, 


A number  of  persons  were  taken  ill  following  a v/edding  reception 
at  a hotel  in  the  liid-Sussex  area.  As  so  often  happens  the  incident  came 
to  our  knowledge  too  late  for  a complete  investigation  to  be  made  but,  on 
the  evidence  obtained  after  a thorough  enquiry,  which  included  the  submission 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  stool  specimens  from  several  of  the  guests, 
it  seemed  almost  certain  that  the  disease  was  an  acute  gastro-enteritis  ~ 
probably  viral  in  origin.  It  is  significant  that  the  Assistant  Chef 
responsible  for  "plating  up"  the  cold  chicken  on  the  morning  of  the  reception 
felt  unwell  and  was  sent  home  by  the  Manager,  The  illness  which  developed 
was  of  the  same  type  as  that  experienced  some  hours  later  by  the  guests,  yet 
other  members  of  the  kitchen  staff  v/ho  ate  cold  chicken  which  had  been  cooked 
at  the  same  time  but  carved  later,  were  unaffected.  It  would  seem  that  the 
chicken  may  have  been  the  vehicle  for  the  transmission  of  virus  to  the  guests 
and,  although  there  was  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  this  incident  was  caused 
by  an  organism  of  the  food  poisoning  groups,  its  effects  were  similar. 

In  view  of  the  prompt  action  by  the  Management  on  this  occasion  it 
is  difficult  to  conceive  of  any  measures  which  could  be  adopted  to  prevent 
a further  incident  of  this  type.  This  is  the  second  occasion  in  this  area 
in  v/hich  the  ubiquitous,  yet  still  unidentified,  virus  of  so-called  "winter 
vomiting  disease"  has  simulated  a food  poisoning  incident. 


Leptospiral  Jaundice. 

The  responsible  organism  in  this  disease  is  carried  in  the  kidney 
of  the  rat  and  is  harmless  to  the  rat  itself.  Forty  to  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  rat  population  carry  the  organism  which  leaves  the  rat's  body  in  the 
urine  and  survives  only  in  damp,  dark  places  such  as  hedgerows,  farm  buildings, 
sev/ers  and  stagnant  water  with  the  result  that  farm  v/orkers,  sewage  v/orkers 
and  rodent  operators  are  at  risk.  Accidental  cases  have  occurred  in  persons 
paddling  and  bathing  in  rat  infested  waters  or  falling  into  contaminated  mud. 
The  disease  is  generally  contracted  by  the  organism  entering  the  body  through 
a cut  or  abraded  skin. 
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One  of  the  safety  recommendations  put  forward  in  recent  years  hy 
the  Institute  of  Civil  Engineers  in  collaboration  with  the  Ilinistry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  was  the  suggestion  that  a card  should  be  issued 
to  each  exposed  v/orker  giving  instructions  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken 
against  the  risk  of  leptospiral  jaundice.  After  consulting  the  Surveyors 
of  the  three  Mid-Sussex  Districts  it  was  decided  to  adopt  the  practice 
recommended  by  the  Institute  of  Civil  Engineers  and  a suitable  card  was 
prepared  for  distribution  to  all  exposed  workers  employed  by  the  Mid-Sussex 
Authorities.  In  order  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  these  measures, 
family  doctors  were  asked  to  record  the  occupations  of  exposed  v/orkers  on 
the  National  Health  Service  Record  Cards. 


Suspected  Brucellosis  (Undulant  Fever)  in  the  Urban  District. 

At  the  beginning  of  December  I was  informed  by  the  Royal  Alexandra 
Children’s  Hospital  that  a child  from  Burgess  Hill,  who  had  recently  been 
under  treatment  in  hospital  for  recurrent  fever,  was  considered  to  be  a 
case  of  brucellosis. 


Investigations  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  revealed 
that  there  was  a strong  possibility  that  the  child  could  have  been  infected 
v/ith  Brucella  organisms  as  a result  of  drinking  raw  milk  whilst  on  holiday 
at  a farm  camping  site  in  South  Wales.  There  was  no  evidence  that  the 
child  had  been  infected  locally.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
District  in  South  Wales  v/here  the  farm  is  situated  was  notified  but,  in 
view  of  the  lapse  of  time  (six  months)  between  the  initial  infection  and 
the  establishment  of  a conclusive  diagnosis,  it  was  impossible  to  prove 
the  case. 


ISOLATION  OF  BRUCELLA  ABORTUS  PROM  UNTREATED  MIX. 


Brucella  abortus  was  isolated  from  three  samples  of  milk  produced 
at  two  farms  in  the  Urban  district.  There  was  no  danger  to  the  public  health 
as  all  the  milk  produced  at  the  farms  is  sent  for  pasteurisation  but  the 
farmers  and  their  employees  were  advised  to  scald  all  raw  milk  before  use. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY. 

The  Unit  visited  Burgess  Hill  during  Octoher,  Hovemher  and 
Becemher,  196?.

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I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Hobson,  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and  co-operation  in  the  v/ork  of  the 
department  and  for  the  particulars  v\rhich  he  has  supplied  for  this  report. 
I also  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  other  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  loyal  support  during  the  year,  particularly  Miss  Everson,  my 
Secretary. 


Miss  Everson  retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  completing  33 
years  of  service  with  the  Health  Department.  Miss  Everson's  services 
spanned  the  period  of  most  active  growth  in  the  Public  Health  Services  of 
the  area,  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  which  was  the  pioneering, 

Dy  my  predecessor,  of  diphtheria  immunisation  throughout  Mid-Sussex. 

The  latter  scheme  was  so  far  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  country  that  by  the 
outbreak  of  v/ar  of  children  in  the  area  had  been  protected.  Miss 
Everson  was  responsible  for  keeping  diphtheria  immunisation  records  and 
for  the  arrangement  of  clinics  over  a period  of  23  years,  the  model  scheme 
being  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  in  1958. 

Outside  the  Health  Department  Miss  Everson  gave  up  much  of  her 
spare  time  to  community  interests,  at  first  in  the  Civil  Defence  Corps 
and  later  as  a member  of  the  Red  Cross,  in  which  she  reached  the  rank  of 
Commandant  in  1959*  -All  these  activities  resulted  in  her  becoming  a 
mine  of  information  on  the  local  medical  and  social  services  and  Dr.  Stott, 
my  predecessor,  and  I would  like  to  put  on  permanent  record  our  appreciation 
of  Miss  Everson's  valuable  services  to  the  Health  Department  and  to  the  local 
community. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council, 
particularly  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
for  their  support  and  also  the  officers  and  staff  in  other  departments  for 
their  help  during  the  year.

General  Inspection  of  Foods: 

During  the  year  70  lbs.  tinned  meat,  273  lbs.  fish  and  27  lbs. 
fresh  meat  were  surrendered  for  the  purpose  of  destruction,  and  certificates 
issued,  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  claims  to  be  made  and  stocks  to 
be  accounted  for. 

In  addition,  6,470  items  of  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  due  to 
breaicdown  of  refrigerated  storage  cabinets,  and  general  deterioration. 
Condemned  food  is  taken  to  the  refuse  tip  and  buried. 

During  the  year  there  was  again  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  reporting  the  presence  of  foreign  bodies  in  foodstuffs.  Altogether, 
eleven  such  complaints  were  received,  and  included  the  following:- 

Piece  of  wire  in  a tin  of  luncheon  meat; 

Sliver  of  wood  in  a loaf; 

Hairpin  in  a bottle  of  milk; 

Nail  in  a packet  of  butter; 

Tooth  in  a packet  of  peanuts; 

Needles  in  a loaf  of  bread; 

\7ire  in  a bottle  of  milk. 

Several  complaints  were  also  received  concerning  foodstuffs  which 
were  found  to  be  in  a mouldy  condition. 

In  most  instances,  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  firms  concerned 
but  in  two  cases  the  firms  concerned  were  prosecuted.  In  each  case  the  firm 
was  fo\and  guilty  and  fined. 


Food  Hygiene: 
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Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  was  high.  In  cases  where 
it  was  considered  improvements  could  be  made,  advice  was  given  to  the 
proprietors,  either  orally  or  by  letter. 

A problem  encountered  during  the  year  was  that  of  proper  stock 
rotation  with  regard  to  certain  perishable  foodstuffs,  particularly 
sausages  and  meat  pies.  It  was  found  that  certain  shopkeepers  were 
not  maintaining  a proper  system  of  stock  rotation.  Advice  was  given 
that  all  such  stocks  should  be  coded  by  the  shopkeeper  with  his  own 
code.  It  was  found  that  coding  was,  in  fact,  already  being  used  by 
most  of  the  larger  shops.  This  is  a matter  which  will  be  kept  luider 
review  during  the  coming  year. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1936. 

There  have  been  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  with  regard  to 
smoke  nuisances.  The  one  chimney  referred  to  in  previous  years  as 
giving  occasional  trouble  has  now  been  demolished  as  the  business 
has  ceased  to  exist. 

Five  approvals  have  been  given  to  applications  submitted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  the  proposed  installation  of 
oil  fired  boilers. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


This  work  has  continued  in  the  normal  way  and  all  reported 
infestations  have  been  dealt  with.  The  number  of  visits  made  during 
the  year  for  inspection  and  treatment  totalled  2,631»  involving  762 
separate  premises.  Two  hundred  and  forty- three  infestations  of  rats 
and  47  infestations  of  mice  were  found  and  treated  and  647  bodies  were 
recovered.  Private  dwelling-houses  were  treated  free  of  charge  but 
in  the  cases  of  business  premises  the  cost  of  the  work  has  been  recovered. 

The  refuse  tip  has  been  regularly  inspected  but  there  has  been 
no  serious  infestation.  Only  two  treatments  have  been  found  necessary 
on  the  site. 


CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  cesspool  emptying  scheme  has  continued  to  work  successfully 
during  the  year  and  102  emptyings  were  carried  out  involving  ll4  loads. 
This  service  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  cesspool/gully  emptier. 

A few  more  cesspools  have  been  abolished  because  of  connection 
of  properties  to  main  drainage,  or  demolition  of  properties  in  consequence 
of  new  development. 
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PETROLEUM  STORAGE  AfJD  LICENSING 


A larger  niimber  of  visits  than  usual  had  to  be  made  under  the 
Petroleum  Acts  owing  to  a number  of  new  tanks  being  installed  at  various 
new  sites,  A large  number  of  tests  were  carried  out  on  both  new  and 
old  tanks,  and  certain  old,  disused  tanks  were  checked  and  the  necessary 
steps  taken  to  ensure  safety.  In  several  cases,  alteration  to 
installations  and  licensed  petroleum  stores  were  supervised  and 
approved.  In  ,some  premises  in  the  district  very  large  quantities 
of  petroleum  mixtures  are  manufactured,  stored  and  used. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  improvement  grants 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  devoted 
to  this  work.  The  details  are  as  follows

In  addition,  a considerable  amount  of  further  improvement 
was  carried  out  on  mainy  properties  at  the  sairae  time  as  the  work  which 
qualified  for  the  grant. 
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It  is  felt  that  this  is  very  valuable  work,  resulting  in  the 
rejuvenation  of  older  property  and  it  is  heartening  to  observe  the 
pleasure  and  enthusiasm  of  house-holders  when  their  houses  are  provided 
with  modern  civilised  amenities. 

In  spite  of  constant  exhortations  from  the  Ministry  however, 
the  number  of  houses  being  improved  nationally  is  far*  below  the  figure 
which  must  be  achieved  if  any  real  impact  is  to  be  made  on  the  mass 
of  sub-standard  dwellings  existing  in  the  country. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  I963. 

This  Act  applies  to  all  shops,  offices  and  railway  premises 
in  which  persons  are  employed  and  these  are  required  to  be  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority.

The  total  number  of  inspections  and  visits  during  19^7  was  88. 

Initial  inspections  had  been  completed  in  I966.  During  19^7 
follow-up  visits  were  made,  and  also  visits  to  premises  which  changed 
ownership.  In  general,  premises  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act.  Only  a few  minor  contraventions  were  found,  and  in  these  instances 
the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  proprietors,  either  orally  or  by 
letter.

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PUBLIC  S^'/imiNG  BATHS 


There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District,  namely 
the  open  air  swimming  pool  in  St.  Johns  Park.  This  is  owned  by  the  Council  and 
operated  by  its  own  staff.  The  pool  measures  100  feet  by  40  feet,  the  depth 

being  from  2 ft.  6 ins.  to  8 ft.  6 ins.  The  construction  is  of  reinforced 
concrete,  the  walls  being  finished  with  green  polished  cement  tiles  and  an  area 
surrounding  the  pool  is  enclosed  for  the  use  of  spectators  and  sun  bathers. 

The  capacity  of  the  pool  is  132,000  gallons,  and  the  circulating  and 
filtration  plant  is  capable  of  a complete  turnover  of  the  water  in  a period  of 
six  hours.  Water  for  initial  filling  and  for  topping  up  is  obtained  from  the 
mains.  The  purification  process  consists  of  filtration,  and  aeration  followed 
by  breakpoint  chlorination  applied  by  a dosing  mechanism  to  regulate  the  delivery 
of  chlorine  gas  to  the  water.  The  Council  is  proposing  shortly  to  install  new 
dosing  apparatus  which  will  be  automatic  in  operation  and  will  regulate  the 
amount  of  chlorine  gas  delivered  according  to  the  condition  of  the  water  so  as 
to  ensure  that  the  correct  amount  will  always  be  present  in  the  pool  under  all 
circumstances . 

Throughout  the  season  no  difficulty  was  encountered  in  maintaining 
the  water  in  a satisfactory  physical  and  bacteriological  condition.  Regular 
tests  for  the  presence  of  chlorine  were  carried  out  and  bacteriological  samples 
showed  very  satisfactory  results.
